Belleville Police Chief Hal Berriman 
warns that parking in the city of Belleville 
is going to be difficult on Friday when from 
800 to 1,000 runners from out of town are 
expected to be in the city for the Kona 
Strawberry Run. 

Friday is the first day of the Belleville 
National Strawberry Festival which runs 
through Sunday. 

The runners will be parking at Belleville 
High School and will walk over to Horizon 
Park where the races are scheduled to begin 
at 7 p.m. High Street will be shut down for 
the starts of the races. 

Those attending the 7 p.m. Strawberry 
Festival Queen contest at Belleville High 
School also will be parking in the high 
school parking lot, Chief Berriman said. 

Also, those seeking to attend the carnival 
next to BHS will be looking hard for 
parking spaces. 

Chief Berriman said that’s why he warns 


that parking will be limited on Friday night 
and his department will be out enforcing 
moving and especially parking violations. 

He said Wayne County road crews will 
take their equipment away from East 
Huron River Drive on the Thursday before 
the festival and won’t bring it back until 
the Monday after the festival, if there is 
more work to be done. Thus, East Huron 
River Drive will be open to traffic during 
the festival. 

But, he said, the city has always had a 
problem with people parking on East and 
West Huron River Drive and blocking 
driveways during the festival. He said 
there is no parking on Huron River Drive 
and that will be enforced. 

Also, he said, he hopes the new Harbour 
Pointe parking regulations will be followed 
to assure open access to the subdivision for 
emergency vehicles. 

Chief Berriman said parking is “going 
to be a bear for Friday night," but the days 
after that should be fine.

Home Depot, Senior Alliance 
helps couple to be ‘Safe at Home’

Last Thursday, about 50 cars were 
parked along rural Fret Road in Van Buren 
Township as volunteers from eight Home 
Depot stores and The Senior Alliance 
helped a couple in their 90s to be “Safe at 
Home.” 

The “Safe at Home” project was begun 
by The Senior Alliance, based in Wayne, 
nine months ago to assist seniors and 
individuals with disabilities to remain in 
their homes. 

Ruby Hanes, 93, called The Senior 
Alliance in January seeking help. She said 
she and her husband William, 92, were 
trying to help with the health care of their 
daughter. It has been hard and they had no 
food at Christmas. 

Kimberly Dobson of The Senior Alliance 
listened to her and put the “Safe at Home” 
project into gear. She called Home Depot 
for their first cooperative project. 

She also linked the couple up with other 
resources. 

Brian Fitzgerald from the Plymouth store 
is captain of the Team Depot volunteers and 
he came out and looked around the Hanes’ 


home to identify trip hazards and other 
things that could be done for the couple. 

Dobson coordinated the plans and enlisted 
about 15 Senior Alliance volunteers who 
wore bright yellow shirts last Thursday. 

Thirty volunteers in bright orange shirts 
from eight Home Depot stores descended 
on the Hanes home and started their work. 
They were from the stores in Ann Arbor, 
Plymouth, Commerce, two Canton stores, 
Fenton, Novi, and Livonia. 

A Boy Scout working on his Eagle award 
also was volunteering at the site. 

The Senior Alliance coordinated the work 
day, but it was the Home Depot Foundation 
that paid for everything and Team Depot 
provided the volunteers. 

Many volunteers did yard work, cutting 
back vegetation along the long drive to the 
couple’s home and raking around plants. 
Trees and bushes were being trimmed. 
Home Depot paper bags were being packed 
with yard waste. 

The house was a beehive of activity 
where a new bathtub with a door in its 
side for safe entry had been installed in the

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Library Director Suchy introduces 
new Deputy Director Hilary Savage

At the June 9 meeting of the Belleville 
Area District Library Board, new Library 
Director Mary Jo Suchy introduced her 
new Deputy Director Hilary Savage. 

Savage had served as Adult Services 
Librarian at the Belleville library. 

Director Suchy said she had considered 
changing the structure of the administration 
and not having a deputy director, but decided 
the deputy director structure seemed to 
work the best for Belleville. 

Suchy said Savage started at the district 
library as an intern while she was in the last 
stages of completing her master’s degree in 
Information at the University of Michigan. 

Savage was hired to be Adult Services 
Librarian in January 2011 and was promoted 
to Adult Services Department Head last 
December. Suchy said Savage has more 
than doubled the adult program attendance, 
has collaborated with the Friends of the 
Library on their Homegrown Knowledge 
series, implemented computer classes and 
the tech-tutoring program, is the library’s 
go-to expert on how to access all of the 
library’s e-resources, and has created and is 
in charge of its Facebook presences. 

Suchy said Savage has fantastic collection 
development skills and has revamped many 
areas of the library’s non-fiction collection. 

Suchy said, “Hilary has a good eye for 
trends and innovations in the library world 
and possesses what I like to call ‘library 
sense.’ 

“Hilary is well-respected by the staff and

her calm and unflappable demeanor, and 
excellent public service philosophy, will 
stand us in good stead," Suchy said. 

In other business at the June 9 meeting, 
the board: 

* Held a public hearing on the 2015-16 
balanced budget of $965,080 and then 
approved it; 

* Approved a modified letter of agreement 
between Suchy and the library board for 
her new position as director. Suchy's base 
pay is $75,000; 

e Amended the 2014-15 budget of $966,570 
which required taking $10,410 out of the 
fund balance to balance the books; 

* Passed a motion on the fund balance 
allocation per GASB 54; 

* Approved updating the Freedom of 
Information Act Policy to comply with state 
law. It had to be updated by July 1. Suchy 
said all the FOIA information will be put on 
line for everyone to have access to; 

* Heard board member John Juriga 
report that the siding company came back 
and redid the siding that was damaged by 
weather and did an "excellent job." He also 
said the drinking fountain leaks and will 
have to be replaced; 

* Heard board secretary Joy Cichewicz 
say the board needs to look at the next steps 
based on the survey and the election, now 
that there is a new director. They will have 
a building committee meeting first and then 
talk about the subject at the next meeting, 
July 14 at 7:30 p.m.; 

* Heard Barbara Miller ask, again, from 
the audience for the library board to record 
the board meetings for cablecast to residents 
in the tri-community. She said discs could 
be sent to Sumpter Township and Van 
Buren Township for showing on their cable 
channels. She said since the board is not 
paying huge amounts to attorneys and an 
architect it could afford this small amount 
to record the meetings. "T think it's time to 
do that," Miller said; 

* Heard Sharon Peters reply, "It is 
something to consider," but noted the issue 
for this board should be going forward on 
plans for the library. ^We would have to 
talk about funding the library building"; 

* Heard a question from the audience 
asking if the board couldn't put the check 
register on line for people to study. She 
said that way people would be less likely to 
feel the board is hiding something and it is 
public information; and 

* Heard Tanya Stoudemire apologize for 
being a few minutes late for the meeting 
because of her new responsibilities. She 
said she had just been offered the position 
of Budget Director for the City of Detroit 
and had accepted.

Court Watching: 


Drunk-driving mother gets plea 
deal, *child endangerment dropped

On March 21, WDIV Detroit televised 
police recordings of a mother, with a one- 
year-old child in the back seat, driving 
while “super drunk" as the Sumpter Police 
car behind her tried to get her to stop. 

The dash-cam and body-cam images 
provided to the TV station showed the 
mother driving away from Officer Brian 
Steffani who attempted to stop her for 
speeding in the area of Bemis and Lohr 
roads. She drove north to her home in Van 
Buren Estates mobile home park in Van 
Buren Township. 

Police told the TV station she failed the 
field sobriety test and was three times the 
legal limit of alcohol once they got the 
breath test. When asked why she ignored 
the lights and siren of the police car behind 
her, she told them she didn't know they 
were behind her because she was listening 
to the radio and talking to her daughter. 

A case of beer and bag of chips were in 
the front seat and she said her husband sent 
her out to get the beer. 

On June 10, 34^ District Court Judge 
David Parrott accepted the plea deal with 
Melody Rubago, 44, in the March 20 
incident. Rubago pled guilty to driving 
while physically impaired and accepted 
responsibility for a speeding ticket and 
failure to yield ticket, in exchange for the 
court dismissing the child endangerment 


charge (operating while intoxicated with 
an occupant less than 16). 

She admitted to the judge that she drove 
after drinking alcohol at about 6:46 p.m. 
March 20. The police report gave her blood 
alcohol content as .26. 

Murray Duncan was her attorney. 

Judge Parrott sent her to the probation 
department to set up alcohol screening. She 
will be back before the judge for sentencing 
in the future. 

Terrance Antwan Carlton 
Christopher Michael Miller 
Co-defendants Terrance Antwan Carlton, 
27, and Christopher Michael Miller, 30, 
were before Judge Parrott on June 10 to 
face identical charges of armed robbery, 
larceny from the person, and felonious 

assault. 

Van Buren Township Police say the 
crimes took place Feb. 1, 2014 and the 
warrant was approved April 2, 2015. 

Carlton had retained Joseph Wagner as 
his attorney, but a new attorney told Judge 
Parrott that she had been retained instead 
by Carlton just two days earlier and she 
needed time to study the case. 

Judge Parrott adjourned the preliminary 
examonthe two until 11 a.m.,July 1. Hesaid 
there would be no further adjournments. 

Carlton's bond of $10,000 or 1096, which 
he posted, was continued.

The community was shocked on Friday 
on hearing that the respected principal of

Retired Belleville Police Chief Gene 
Taylor left a message for me on Friday 
concerning the problem kayakers have with 
the speedboats on Belleville Lake. This was 
spelled out on last Thursday’s letters page 
in our paper. 

Chief Taylor suggests the kayakers stay to 
the side of the lake and when they want to 
cross the lake they push a button that will 
turn on a red traffic light for the mechanized 
boaters, signaling them to stop. Then, the 
kayakers can safely cross. 
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The button is like the new buttons put up 
by the VBT DDA on some of the Belleville 
Road crossings for pedestrians. 

That's all well and good, but kayakers and 
canoes have the right of way on the lake, so 
maybe the motorized boats should have to 
push the button in this scenario.

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School Board needs to 
give airing of the matter 


To the Editor: 

In a recent article in the Independent, 
members of the Van Buren District School 
Board expressed serious concern over the 
high turnover rate of entry-level (first- and 
second-year) teachers. 

The district is losing eight of these this 
year. This is indeed cause for concern. First, 
it costs a fair amount of money to recruit 
a new teacher. Second, and considerably 
more important, it takes a good three years 
of teaching for a teacher to hit his/her stride 
— to acquire the experience and practical 
teaching skills that one doesn't learn in 
teachers' college. 

A higher teacher turnover rate therefore 
means that a larger fraction of our kids are 
being taught by relatively inexperienced 
teachers who are still learning the 
business. 

Given the seriousness of the problem, 
what do we know about its cause(s)? 
Are our salaries too low? Are our benefit 
packages non-competitive? Or, does the 
root of the problem lie elsewhere? 

What were the turnover rates for first- 
and second-year teachers in our district 
the last few years? How do our turnover 
rates compare with other districts? Are 
efforts being made to obtain information 
from the teachers who are leaving — exit 
interviews, written questionnaires, etc.? 
What insights about the problem do the 
teacher colleagues of the leavers have? 

Given the seriousness of the problem, I 
very much hope that the school board will 
provide the community with a thorough 
and transparent airing of the matter and 
that we can get this turned around.

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Van Buren School Board 
reviews $46.9 million 
proposed budget

At Monday’s special meeting the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education 
held an open public hearing on the proposed 
$46,925,063 budget for the 2015-16 school 
year. 

The board will vote on the budget at its 
regular meeting at 7 p.m., Monday, June 22, 
at the Administration Building. 

Copies of the proposed and amended 
budgets are available to the public at the 
superintendent’s office. 

The five members of the public present at 
the meeting were not invited to speak at this 
hearing, but questions from the Independent 
were answered. 

The meeting featured district finance 
director Shareen Barker spelling out the 
details of the proposed budget and the 
amended 2014-15 budget that also will be 
voted on next Monday. 

At the beginning of the public hearing, 
School Supt. Michael Van Tassel stated he is 
not proposing major cuts. He said Plymouth 
district is having to make $5 million in cuts, 
the Lincoln schools laid off 29 teachers, 
Ypsilanti is making $2 million in cuts, and 
Livonia is laying off 40 teachers. 

Trustee Sherry Frazier said Van Buren 
is one of the school districts with a fund 
balance, pointing to the net fund balance 
of 9.9% -- $4,767,353 — expected on June 
30, 2015 and the 10.18% -- $4,774,931 – 
proposed for June 30, 2016. 

School Supt. Van Tassel said some of the 
other districts have fund balances, but they 
are trying handle their budget problems 
without dipping into their fund balances. 

He said the state looks at the fund equity 
and student loss in a district and if the 
fund balance is less than 5% of the general 
fund, the district is considered in financial 
trouble. 

Barker said the estimate for this budget is a 
loss of 133 students this fall. In case it's more 
than 133, there is an enrollment reserve for 
a loss of 50 more students, with $376,100 
more earmarked in the fund balance. 

Barker said the district lost 100 students 
last year, instead of the 133 forecast, so 


they did better than expected. The school 
population for 2014-15 was charted as 
5,037. This shows a loss of 1,321 students 
in the last eight years, which equates to $9.9 
million, Barker said. 

The proposed budget shows a savings of 
$735,000 for “staffing adjustments.” 

Human Resources Director Shonta 
Langford-Green explained, saying Van 
Buren really doesn’t have to do any layoffs 
because there are enough retirements. The 
district didn’t have to send out any layoff 
notices. 

She said the $735,000 savings is because 
retirements were from teachers at the top of 
the scale. New teachers are at the low end 
of the scale. 

She said they lost custodial maintenance 
staff during the year and they are working 
fine without them. 

“It’s almost as if it’s not happening,” Green 
said. 

Trustee Frazier asked if people are 
encouraged to resign to save unemployment 
costs and Green said anyone can apply for 
unemployment. 

Frazier asked how many people have retired 
and was told there were nine retirements 
and a laid-off social worker. Two custodial 
maintenance positions were not filled and 
there was a warehouse position, she said. 

Also one mechanic retired, she said, noting 
the district hired an additional $45,000 
supervisor last week. 

The Food Service fund will have to take 
$39,785 out of its fund balance to balance 
next year’s budget because, “Obama’s lunch 
program continues to turn students off,” said 
Supt. Van Tassel. He said students are not 
buying the food the district has to serve and 
they are bringing their own food. 

"It's not working out real well,” he said of 
the federal guidelines for school lunches. “If

In discussing the debt retirement fund for 
the 2009 millage that built the high school, 
Van Tassel said the home property values 
dropped, thus reducing the millage income. 
Now, it's starting to level off, he said. 

He said the board decided not to spend all 
of the bond money and put some back into 
the debt retirement fund so they wouldn't 
have to ask taxpayers for more. He said they 
blocked it off for a five-year period. 

“If we can’t at least level off, eventually 
we'll have to force a tax in the community 
that won't be popular," Van Tassel said. 

As to the 2009 Building and Site Sinking 
Fund which is expiring, Van Tassel said the 
budget is assuming the sinking fund will 
pass when it is brought back to voters.

Miller’s attorney is Michael Vincent and 
he had no problem with the adjournment.
